CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— America’s Mariner 9 su c­ 
cessfu lly rocketed toward Mars 
Su nday 
to join 
two Ru ssian 
spaceships in m an’s search for 
life and scientific secrets on the 
pu zzling red planet. 
The 
interplanetary 
ex plorer 
started its long jou rney on the 
power of an 11-story -tall Atlas- 
Centau r rocket that thu ndered 
aloft from Cape Kennedy at 
6:23 p.m. EDT 
Fou rteen minu tes after the 
fiery liftoff, the two-stage rock­ 
et released the camera-carry ­ 
ing pay load, thru sting it at 24,- 
600 miles an hou r toward its 
target, 63 million miles away . 
The National Aeronau tics and 
Space Administration reported 
the early phase of the mission 
went perfectly and instru ments 
aboard the pay load were oper­ 
ating. 
NASA spokesman Jack King 
said the Craft’s power-produ c­ 
ing solar panels had u nfolded 
and “ all looks well with the 
flight.” 
“The 
trajectory 
is 
v ery 
good,” King added. 
The 
su ccessfu l 
liftoff 
con­ 
trasted with the lau nching of 
M ariner 8 three weeks ago. The 
second stage of that Atlas-Cen- 
tau r went ou t of control and 
rocket 
and 
pay load # plu nged 
into the Atlantic Ocean. 
Mariner 9, as planned, was 
not on a direct cou rse toward 
Mars. Its path will be adju sted 
toward the planet in fou r or 
fiv e day s when a grou nd signal 
will trigger an on-board motor. 
That will be done after compu t­ 
ers calcu late the precise speed 
and position. 
If all goes well, Mariner 9 
will trace a long arcing path to­ 
taling 247 million miles and fire 
into orbit arou nd Mars on Nov . 
14, sweeping to within 7 50 miles 
of the su rface. 
Ru ssia’s Mars 2 and Mars 3 
ships already are speeding to­ 
ward the planet. U.S. tracking 
ex perts believ e the American 
craft, trav eling a slightly dif­ 
ferent and shorter cou rse, has 
a chance of beating both Sov iet 
v ehicles to the target.

Salem h as marked th e h oliday with fittin g ob­ 
serv an ces for as man y y ears, ev er sin ce Trescott 
Post of th e Gran d Army of th e Repu blic spon sor­ 
ed th e in itial serv ice May 30, 1868, in Hope Ceme­ 
tery . 
For all its v en erability an d solemn sign ifican ce. 
Memorial Day h as n ot alway s made so mean in g­ 
fu l an impression on th e n ation al con sciou sn ess 
as oth er less-sign ifican t occasion s. Th is, in th e 
h istorical v iew, may be u n derstan dable. Estab­ 
lish ed as a remin der of th e tragic con sequ en ces 
of war, Memorial Day h as far more often th an 
n ot been observ ed in peace. For most .Ameri­ 
can s, th ose with ou t close person al loss to giv e 
th e day special poign an cy , it all too easily may 
become an oth er h oliday , a respite from work an d 


welcome break in th e rou tin e. 
Th at can n ot be said today . Th e occasion can ­ 
n ot be separated from th e times an d for six 
y ears n ow — or more, depen din g u pon h ow on e 
ch ooses to date th e begin n in g of in v olv emen t— 
th e observ an ce h as been in time of war, a war 
th at may be win din g down bu t con tin u es in ex ­ 
orably to claim y ou n g American liv es.

Rabies Alert Issued 


By Ohio Officials 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
State health officials hav e is­ 
su ed a warning to Ohioans to 
beware of wild animals follow­ 
ing d iscov ery last week of fou r 
cases of rabies in sou thern Ohio. 
Health Department v eterinar­ 
ians also called for a d riv e to 
v accinate d ogs with anti-rabies 
seru m. 
Drs. Jack Ru ssell and George 
Bear said the fou r cases, d e­ 
tected in a relativ ely small 
area of the state, inv olv ed two 
d ogs, a sku nk and a fox . 
The fox bit Mr. and Mrs. Ce­ 
cil Tu ttle of Batav ia in Cler­ 
mont Cou nty , and they now are 
u nd ergoing 21-shot anti - rabies 
treatment, 
the 
v eterinarians 
said . 
“We d on’t want to cau se a 
panic and hav e a lot of people 
start shooting d ogs, 
becau se 
that is not necessary ,” Bear 
said . “Bu t we are concerned .” 
“We plan to go into the area 
and try to get some commu nity 
action programs started for the 
v accination of d ogs.” 
The other rabies cases last 
week were reported in Ad ams 
and Highland cou nties.
